It is next to impoſſible to reckon vp the variety 
of cruelties and murders committed upon theſe in- 
nocent ſouls, we ſhall therefore only give a brief 
abſtract of ſome remarkable paſſages that happen- 
ed therein, . 

Upon the 1-th of April 1655. while the pro- 
teſtant deputies were detained at Turin with hopes 
of tedreſs, ſome ſoldiers were ſent on purpoſe to 
fall unexpectedly upon the proteſtants, who peace- 
ably attended the iſſue of their petitions, which 
cauſed ſome buſtle; for the poor people ſtood up- 
on their defence, and the -.papilits loſt fifty men, 
the prote'tants only two. Wedneſcay April 22. 
the marquiſs of Pianeſſa, the popiſh general, came 
to the valley of Lucerna, and promiſed that no 
violence ſhould be offered them provided they 
would quarter a few ſoldiers as a token cf their 
obedience, which the well- meaning people con- 
ſented to; but theſe tro« ps were no looner entered 
than they put ail to fire and ſword, laying all they 
met that had bus the likenels of mankind, and that 
3 the moſt barbatous manner they could poſſiblß 

eviſe, ? | 
| There joined immediate'y to this army a great 
number of out laws, priſoners. and other cffend- 
ers, who thought to have ſaved their ſon's, and 
filled their purſes, by killing hereticks: Six Re- 
giments of French, beſides Iriſh, helped them in 
this good work, the country being promiſed to 
the Iriſh whey cleared of proteſtants.

AWE perſecutions of the papiſts againf the 
Bohemians began about 977 years after the 


death of our bleſſed Saviour. Pope Hildebrand 
| (otherwiſe called Hell-brand) was the firſt that 


ell upon them, and -afterwards pope Celeſtine ; . 
and perſecution continued upon them for many 


years, John Ha's and Jerom of Prague were burnt 


in defence of the goſpel at Conſtance, notwith- 
ſtanding they had the publick faith of the empire 
of Germany given them for their ſecurity, 

Ata town called Cuttenburgh there are many 


deep metal mines, into one of wbich in the year 


1420. the papiſts threw 1700 perſons at one time, 
far their religion; imo another 1038 ; and into a 
third 1334 perſons. ;

- About the year 1523. Martin Luther began to 
ſhine as a great light in Germany, qnd his doc- 


- trine ſoon overſpread Bohemia, and all the parts 
© adjoining ; which ſo enraged the pope and his 
© clergy that they continually raiſed very violent 
perſecutions againſt them, wherein multitudes of 


good chriſtians loft their lives by, means of Ferdi- 


nand I. and Charles V. empetors of Germany. 
There were. no leſs than 200 miniſters baniſhed 
out of Bohemia at one time, and the lord of 


Schanow, becauſe he was a Lutheran, Wa: ac- 
cuſed of a conſpiracy, and laid upon the rack; 
but he couragioufl, cut out his own tongue, and 


when demanded the reaſon wrote, That it was 


leſt the torments of the rack ſhould mate him Jþtak 
Ia 
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In the vear 161-. Ferdinand II. was obtruded © 
upon the Bohemians, who joined with the pa- 
pits, and raiſed vp a terrible perie:ution againſt 
the proteſlants, which was the cauſe of the elec- 
tion of Frederic, Prince Palatine of the Rhine, to 
be king of Bohemia, upon which there followed 
thole cruel wars aud troubles in that country, 
wherein many godly miniſters, and. other pious, 
holy add good men, ſuffered ſuch barbarities and 
inhumanities from the popiſh ſoldiers, that the 
cars of a, chriſtian cannot hear, nor his tongue 
relate them without the greateſt abhorrence and 
indignation :—Som@df them were ſtoned to death, 
others hanged upon a beam, and with a ſoft fire 
made under them were roaſted to death, others 
were cut piece=meal : One miniſter they laid on 
his back, and ramming his head full of gunpowe 
der, they blew his head all to pieces: Another, 
ſeventy years old, they, kung up by the Privy 
member:, and burnt his own books under him, 
and at laſt ſhot him to death, after he had endur- 
ed all manner of torment and pain, Ks, 1. 

In the,year 1621. all the miniſters were baniſh- . 
ed out of the kingdom of Bohemia, and all the 
Provinces thereto belonging, never more to re- 
turn; and it was made death to harbour or con- 
ceal any of them. About the ſame time twenty- 
one miniſters were baniſhed from Cuttenburgh :— 
A popiſh captain cauſed a miniſter's hand firſt to 
be ſtruck off, then his head, his bowels to be 
taken out and wrapt in his ſhirt, and his four 
quarters to be ſet upon four ſtakes and his head 
on another. At the ſame time likewiſe fiſty of 
the nobility were HAS” wal „ ſome to death, ſome 

. ; E to 
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. to-baniſhment, and others to perpetual impriſon. 
ment; 27 were executed, and the right hands of 
ſome of them were hung upon the tower of the 
bridge; but when the valiant Guſtavus Adolphus, 
king of Sweden, came Into Germany, they were 
by his order taken down and ſolemnly buried. 
Not long after an edi was publiſhed in Bohe. 
mia for baniſking all proteſtants in general, and 
that their children ſhouid be taken from them and 
brought up ia the popiſh religion. Another edi& 
was publiſhed, that all proteſtant women, who 
had married popiſh huſbands, ſhould be baniſhed 
away from them, unleſs they would turn papiſts; 
and likewiſe that no papiſt ſhould have any com- 
merce with proteſtants. 
Upon this there followed a cruel perſecution, fo | 
that almoſt in every City, town, or village the pro. 
teſtants ſuffered great tor ments and barbarities. In 
one city they ſlew the mayor, together with 1600 
men, women, and children; and ſuffered their 
bodie to lie unburied ſeveral dais in the dirt and 
mire; and the remainder of the citizens they caſt 
into priſons, where they lay in a miſerable con- 
dition. Bibles, and all religious books were 
rohibited; marriage, burial, and baptiſm were 
denied to all who weuld not turn papiſts. 
Some proteſtants were thruſt into dungeons and 
vaults full of ſnakes, toads, and other filthy ver- 
min; others were put into places full of iron 
ſpikes, ſo that they could neither fit nor ſtand; 
Others were laid upon narrow beams over deep 
Waters, that if they ſtirred their bodies, they were 
in danger of drowning. "They put gags into the

them; nay, ſo monſtrous beaſtly were they as to 
commit filthineſs with the dead corps of th:ſe wo- 
men whom they had murdered. At Baſil and 
Friberg they did the like, pitying neither old nor 
young, women nor innocent babes, whom they 
ſometimes uſed moſt barbarouſly t eat even when 
other meat might be had; yea ſuch inhuman 
eruelty did they uſe, that in many places they left 
none remaining alive to relate the ſufferings of 
thoſe that were murdered. k 

. Theſe maſſacres and bloody murders defiled the 
whole land, and Germany groaned under the op- 
preſſion, till the peace of Munſter and Oſnaburg 
in the year 1648. which put a ſtop to this cruel 
perſecution, through the means of the king of 
Sweden, who over-ran Germany in a ſhort time, 
and thereby revived the proteſtant cauſe, 

The ſame crueities were alſo committed in the 
kingdom of Hungary and in other countries, only 
a ew fort of death was invented there ; they tied 
hens, geeſe, ducks and hares to the naked body 
of a worthy miniſter in that country, and then ſet 
the dogs upon him, who tore and rent his fleſh, 
till he died. | e 

In Poland many thoufand proteftants and good 
Chriſtians were deſtroyed, eſpecially at Karmin, 
Dembnick, Shochy, Carienzin, and. Leſna, all. 
which cities and towns were deſtroyed and burnt 
to the ground for the ſake of religion.

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The city of Leſna was one of the moſt ancient

Whipped, ſome beat, others ſent to the galleys. 
One Fournia, a miniſter, was tormented by hav- 
ing his thumb; ſtrained with a ſmall cord til! the 
blood came out at the ends of them; and with 
another cord was hoiſted up by the thumbs, and 
let down again with great weights tied to his toes, 
and ſo was hanged till his ſpirits failed him. 
At Amiens in France all. the bibles, teſtaments 
and plalm books were burn, the miniſter's pulpit, 
and ſeveral men and women: — At Abbeville they 
flew the lord of Harcourt, and dragged ſome 
a'ong the ſtreets with their faces in the kennel. 
At Metz above 400 religious citizens were ſlain, 
the women and maids were openly raviſked in the 
ſ:reets and market—places, men, women and chil- 

_ dren were maſſacred, the popiſh prieſts themſelves 
flaying divers with their own hand. At a place 
called Bar the papiſs pulled out the hearts of 
the proteſtant', and moſt barbarouſly gnawed BB 
_ them with their teeth, rejoicing that they _ 
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of an hugenot's heart. At another place 700 pro- 
teſtants were inhumanly maſſacred, and their na- 
ked bodies thrown into the river; their houſes 
and church were p undered and burnt, 

At Angies they murthered a godly miniſter and 
many others; they hung a bible upon an halber', 
and carried it in proceſſion, blaſphemouſly crying, 
Behold truth hanged, the truth of the bugenots, the 


the everlaſiing God will ſpeak, and when they 
came to the bridge, they threw it into the river, 
erying louder, Beho!d the truth of all the devils 
drowned. At Tours 140 were murdered and caſt 
into the river; and neither man, woman nor 
child ſpared ; nay the preſident of the city being

firſt beat with ſtaves, then ſlripped to his ſhirt, and

T is ſome hundreds of years fince this bloody 4 


beaſt of perſecution began to ſhow hiy gp 
and armed claws in this kingdom; and it was al- 
moſt as ſoon perceived had 
ſome good men in thoſe times.——For in the year 


1200. John of Saliſbury declared againſt the-cor- 
reptions and ſuperſtitions of the Romiſk church, 


and plainly diſcovered the oppreſſion of the pope 
and his ravenous clergy ; and after him John 
Groſtead biſhop of Lincoln wrote to the pops and 
admoniſhed him, for which be had like to have 
loſt bis life. 3 

In the year 884. John Patrick Erigena, a Pri- 
ton, who was ordained the firlt reader in Oxford 


by king Alfred, was condemned and martyred by 


the pope, for writing a book concerning the ſacra- 


ment. In tbe year 950. many miniſters and di- 
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vines, wore the mark. of the beef} im their faces, 


being by the pope's order branded in the 11 
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or diſſenting in many things about 
eee. and the like; and for ſay. 
Tt clo:ſters were the nurſes off ſ.domy, 


place. It was uſual with them to compel children 
do accuſe their parents, and parents their children;

There were two things about this time that 
very much increaſed the prefeilors of the goſpel 
in England: One was the appearance of Martin 
Luther, who boldly owned the truth, and loudly 
{ ideclaimed againſt the -corruptions gf the Romiſh 
= chuch:——The other was the art of printing, 
Which now began to be common, wheigby the 
i 47 1 : k true . 
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true religion waz the mate eably promulgated 
and diſperſed through every country, and in all 
languages. This alarmed the pope and his de- 
bavched clergy, who were afraid to have their 
wicked doQtines and practices diſcovered to the 
people, and thereupon they began to rage and 
beſtir tbemſelves., railing perſecution, and making 
deſtruttion and ſlaughter in all places throughout 
the kingdom againſt the Lutherans, as they were 
now called. | 

Sir John Blage, of the kigg's privy chamber, 
was fallely accuſed to have ſpoken again the 
mrſs, upon which he was coademned to be burnt 
in Smithfield ; whereupon the earl of Bedford 
begged his pa"don of the king, who commanded 
it to be drawn immediately. Af.er his releaſe 
dir George came to the king, who ſaid, 4b my 
fig (for ſo he uſually called him ;) Tea, (ſaid Blage) 
tf your majeſiy bad not been better ta me than your 
bi/hops awere, your' pig had been roafled: before this 
tine. Preſently aſter Gardiner biſhop of Win- 
cheſter, and, his confederates, ſet forth-a- cruel 
proclamation in the king's name, for absliſhing 
the ſcriptures, and all other Engliſh books that 
diſcovered the truth to the people; but it pleaſed 
God, in the midſt of theſe ſubtile contrivances for 
the deſtruction of his goſpel and ſervants, by the 
death of the king within fant months after the 
proclamation, to diſappoint all their hopes and 
projects. For, at his ſon Prince Edward's 
acceſſion; the proteſtant religion was eſtabliſhed, 
and popery and ſuperſtition aboliſned; he cauſed 
all images to ba demoliſhed, and to be taken out 
of all the churches within his dominions; the

learned mer of his tin.e he encouraged, and com- 
manded them to open and expound the fcriptures, 
he aboliſhed the maſs, and ordercd the ſervice to 
be read in the Engliſh tongue; and the facrament 
of the Lord's ſupper to be adminiſtred in both 
kinds to the people. | 

In the ſeventh year of his reign, and the ſeven. 
teenta year of his age, he died of a lingring fick. 
neſs; and was ſucceeded by queen Mary, who 
foon diſec vered her diſaffection to the protefiant 
religion, by diſplacing all the orthodox biſhops, 
and by releaſing out of the tower Stephen Gardi- 
ner biſhop of Wincheſter, whom ſhe made lord 
chancellor of England, and Bonner who was made 
biſhop of London. Then the queen publiſhed a 


proclamation, that ſhe was reſolved to obſerve and 


maintain the catholick religion, wherein ſhe wat 
brought up, requiring all her ſubjeQs quietly to 
embrace the ſame, 


A while after this, Bonner and Gardiner began 


a eruel and bloody perſecution upon the protel- 
tants, and made them fall in heaps: In the year 
1456, their wicked and bloody rage ſtill conti. 
nued, the land was all ina flame, and blood and 
cruelty reigned in every place: For there were 
ſeven burnt in Smithfield in one fire, four more in 
Canterbury, and Dr. Cranmer, archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, was burnt at Oxford.—And, though 
the reign of queen Mary was the ſhorteſt of any 
fince the conqueſt, except king Richard 111. yet 
in her days there was more chriſtian blood ſpilt for 
religion than in any king's reign whatever, fince 
Lucius, the. firſt chriſtian king eſtabliſhed chriſti- 
anity in this land: In the five years of her reign, 


there 
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land, and Ireland, ey grew as it were deſpe- 
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periſhed in the flames, for the profeſfon of the 
proteſlant religion, no leſs than 277 perſons of all 
ages and both ſexe; ; there ſuſtered five biſhops 
and archbiſhops, 21 divines, eight gentlemen, 
four tradeſmzn, 1co huſbandmea, ſervants. and 
labonrers, 26 wives, 20 Widows and young we- 
men, two boys, and wo infants ; one in the-iſle 
of Guernſey, who ſprung out of the mother's 
womb as ſhe was burning at the ſtake, was moſk 
inhumanly thrown in again and burnt for a youn 
heretick. Beſides theſe, there were 64 tone 
for their religion, wherecf ſeven were whipt,. 16 
periſhed in priſon, 12 were buried in dunghills, 
and many more were condemned, but were ſaved 
by the death of queen Marty. Tp 
The ſucceſſion of queen Elizabeth put a ſtop to 
the cruel rage of the papiſts; for the power and 
authority of the pops vaniſhed, and peace, reſt, 
and liberty, for all the g-0d people cf the nation 
enſued. But the papiſts, out of their extreme 
loyalty to the pope, thinking it a fin to live peace- 
ably under an heret.cal prince, proceeded to ſecret 
plots and attempts againit her; they con{pired the 
death of the queen, and made ſeveral attempts to 
murder her. But notwithſtanding all their wicked 
and cxecrable deſigns, this glorious znd bervick ' 
queen of bleſſed mem ry, having out=.ived four 
kings and eight popes, died in peace, and left her 
flouriſhing ki:gdoms. to her ſucceſſor king Jame:s 
Now the - papitt:, being thus diſappointed of 
their great hopes and expectations, by the ſucceſs 
lion of a proteſtant king to the crown of England, 
and thereby uniting into one body Scotland, Eng-

to ſecreſy, with horrid oaths and execrations, tak-

o de to another thereby; and by their faith in the 


Holy Trinity, never to ſhrink from the execution 


of this their helliſn intention, till they had per. 


formed the ſame: They were likewiſe promiſed 
from abroad ſhips and men, and 1000,000 crowas 
to carry on their work. | : 

In the year 1656, Sept. 2. about two o clock in 
the morning. a fire braxe out in a baker's . houſe 
in Pudding-lane near Fiſhſtreet-hill London, and 
raged with extreme y.o'ence, accompanied with a 


ſtrong norch-cull wind, {0 that it continued for 


he 
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the ſpace of near four days, till it had burnt doi.n 
13202 houſes, which ſtood upon 337 acres of 
ground within the walls, and 63 acres and three 
roods without; beſides 89 pariſn churches, the 
moſt ſpacious ca hedral of St. Paul, the Royal 
Exchange, the great Guildhall, the Cuflom-houle, 
may magnificent halls cf companies, ſeveral prin- 
cipal city gates, and other publick edifices ; which 
was accompanied with the loſs of vait quantities 
of rich houſehold ſtuff, and gouds cf all forts ! 
So that the whole loſs was computed to amoury to 
q900,000 pounds. Upon the 15th of September 
ſollowing the parliament met, and the commons 
appointed a committee to examine into the cauſes 
of the fire, and to take information concerning it; 
and in a ſhort time ſo many and ſuch very cor ſi- 
detable informatioas were brought in, that it na 
longer was doubte that the papiſts were the con- 
trivers and managers of this dreadſul fire. | 

But this not doing their work, they took divers 
other methods for cairyiog on their deſign, whic 
they had very near brought to perſed on iñ the 
year 1678. when they entered into a plot by fire 
end {ſword for the murdering of his majeſiy's ſa-

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HOUGH the barbarons eruelty and trea-

matter equally with his other ſubjedts, which he 
deelared ſhou'd be perpetual and inviolable, and 
which was confirmed. by his ſon Lewis XIII. and 
Lewis XIV. at their coming to the crown; yet 
ſome time after the coronation of Lewis XIV. 
when the kingdom was ſettled in peace, three pro- 
teſtant towns, Rochelle, Montauban, and Milan, 
which had ſhewed the greatelt .zeal to the king's 
T2rvice, were plundered by the ſoldiers, - In civil 
affairs and controverſies about lands, houſes, or 


"debts, religion was always urged, the monks, 
prieſts, and the 1eſt of that crew crying out in

They prohibited pro- 
teſtant ſchoolmaſters, and ſuppreſſed three univer« 
faties ; they forbid papilts to marry proteſtants, or 
minilters directly or-1ndirealy to hinder their peo- 
ple trom embracing the catholick religion 

In 1684. they quartered ſoldyers in all the pro- 
vince ,, and chiefly dragoons, the moſt deſperate 
troops in the kivgdom : Terror and dread march- 
ed before them, and all France was filled with the 


news, That tre king awould no longer ſuffer any pro- 


teftants in his kingdom, and that they muſt reſolve to 
change their religion, or ſajjer the outmoſt truelty that 
could be inflictea upon them, They-frit ſummoned 


| the cities and commnnalties, and aſſembling the 
inhabitants of the reformed religion tod them, J, 


was the king's pleaſure that they ſhould become catbo. 
licks, and if they would not do it freely they muff 
Force them, The poor people ſurpriſed at the pro- 
poſal anſwered, They were ready to facrifice their 
eſtates and lives ta the king, but their conſciences 


_ being God's, they could not d:/poſe of them in the ſame 


Nannen. : 


Such anſwers in mediately brought the dragoons 


upop them, who inſtantly ſeized on all the gates 


and pailages of the city: They lay upon the pro. 
teſtants at free quarter, they conſumed ail their 
proviſions, and rgþbee them of their money, and 
all their goods in general: —Then they fell opon 
their perions, and forbore no wickednels or vil- 
lainy to oblige them to change their religion. 
Amidſt a thouſand hideous cries ard blaſphemies 
they hung men and women up by the hair of th, 
* head, or by the feet, to the roof of their cham 


| bers“ 
N ; 
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bers, or to the hooks within the chimneys, ſmoks+ 


ing them with wiſp. of ſtraw till they were no 
longer able to bear it, and when they were taken 
down, it they would not recant their religion, they 
immediately hurg them up again; they threw 
them into great fires and pulled them not out till 
they were half roaſted; they tied ropes under their 
arms, and plunged them up and down into wells 
from whence thcy would not take them till they. 
had promiſed to turn papiils; they tied them as 
eriminal+ to the rack, and with a ſunnel poured 
wine down their throzts till the fumes of it depriv- 
ed them of their reaſon, and then made them ſay 
they would be catholicks. They ſtripped them 
naked, and after a thouſand indignities larded or 
ſtack them with pins from head tofoct, They cut 


| them with penknives, pluckt them by the noſe 


with red hot pincers, aud dragged them about 
the rooms till they promiſed to be catholicks, or 
that for weartneſs they let the poor wretches go: 
They beat them with ſtaves, and dragged them all 
bruiſed to the churches, where their forced pre- 
ſence was reckoned their abjuring the proteſtant 
religign. © I hey kept them from ſleeping ſeveq or 
eight nights and days together, relieving one uu. 
other to keep them waking: They threw buckets 
of water on their faces, and tormented them ſeve- 
ral ways, by holding kettles over their heads turn- 
ed downwards, whereon they made a continual 
nviſe till theſe poor creatures had lo their ſenſcs. 
If they ſoupd any ſick in bed they had the cruelty 
to bring ſeveral drums ſounding an alarm about 
thcir beds for whole weeks together without inter- 
wiſtion, till they promiſed ta recant, In iome 
* ä places 
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Places they tied fathers and huſbands to the bed: 
poſts, and raviſhed their daughters and wives on 
the bed before their eyes; in other places rapes 
were publickly permitted for many hours together ; 
they pluckt « the nails from the hands and toes 
of others with moſt intolerab e pain; they burnt 
the feet of others; and blew vp men and women 
with bellows until they were ready to burſt, 

If, after this horrid uſage, any refuſed to turn, 
they impriſoned them in cloſe, dark, and flinking 
dungeons, exerciitng on them all mar ner of inhu- 
manity : In the mean time they demoliſhed their 
bouſes, deſtroyed their hereditary lands, cut down 
their woods, and ſeized their wives and children 
to impriſon them in monaſteries. If any endea- 


voured to eſcap? by flight, they were purſaed and 


hunted in the fields and woods, and ſhot at like 
wild beaſts: — The jaſtices and magiſtrates rode 
about the highways, ſtopping all without excep- 
tion, and uſing them like priſoners of war: Nei- 
ther fell this ftorm only on the common ſort, no- 
blemen and gentlemen were not exempted from 
it, they had ſoldiers quartered on them that plun- 
dered their houſes, walled their goods, razed their 


Sales, cut down their woods, yea their very per- 


ſons were expoſed to the inſolence and bat batity 


of the dragqons ; which to avoid, many ladies ard. 
perſons of quality hoped to had ſome retreat in 


Paris, or at the court, not imagining that the dra- 

- goons would come to ſeek them ſo near the kirg's 
Preſence ; but they ſuon ſound their miſtake, for 
immediately there was an oder of council com- 
manding them to leave Paris in 15 days, and to 
return without delay to their own dwellings, pro- 
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hibiting all perſons to entertain or lodge them in 
their houſes, | | | 

It is obicrvable that uſually in the head of heſe 
infernal diayoons there marched a ſquadron of 
biſhops and pricits to ſee that the ſoldiers executed 


the full vengeance they daſited upon the proteſ. 


tants, who upon all occaſions provoked and ttirr= 
ed up the ioldiers to cruelty and baibarity it they 
found they had the leaſt compaſii.n and pity to- 
ward theſe poor innocents. When they fancied 
themſelves at reſt by ſigning a form of abjuration 
of the proteſtant religion, yet a whie after 
theſe cruel men made them fign auother, which 


threw many of them into the very depth of def. . 


pair; ray, after all theſe barbarous ulages and 
compulſions they forced theſe wretched people to 


acknowledge, That they embraced the Roman reli- 
gien of their own accard, without being induced there- 


to by any violeut means: 'Though-all theſe frauds, 
violences and crueities, and infinite numbers more 


have been acted toward the proteitants in the face 


of the ſun, and before mil ions of eye-witneſſes, 
and are notorious to all Europe, yet thi is another 
method that their per ſecuiors have taken to ſhelter 
themſelves from publick condemnation, by deny- 
ing the fad, and perſuading the world, That force 
aud vtolence had no ſhare in the converſiuns, but that 
they were ſoft, calm, and voluntary, and that if 
there were any dragons concerned therein, it avay 
becauſe the protefiants then;/elves deſired them that

OTWITHSTAN DING à perpetual and 

inviolable law was ordained and ſolemnly 
confirmed to the proteſtants for the free exerciſe 
of their religion in Piedmont, by the ſeveral dukes 
of Savoy, in the yea:s 1638. 1649. 1654. and 
1655. as you read before in the acccunt of the per- 
ſecution of the Waldenſes, yet the old maxim of 
the Romiſh antichriſtian church, That no Faith is 
to be kept with hereticks, prevailed ſo much, that 
| the moſt ſo mn oaths and proteſtations were inſig- 


nificant: For after that bloody maſſacre in 1655. 


which ſeemed irrecoverably to have deftroyed the 
Waldeoſes, many eſcaped the fury of theſe hutch- 


ere, and defended their lives with ſuch undÞbnted 


courage, that they defeated in ſeveral rencounters 
a conſiderable party cf their enemies, and 
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mediation of ſeveral proteſtant piinces-and ſtates 
a ſolemn patent was granted them, confirming all 
their privileges for ever; yet ſoon after the Span- 
ih inquiſitors violated the moſt eſfential points 
thereof, and in 1663, employed fire ard ſword 
once more againſt them. The Waldenſes, know- 
ing by experience that to ſtand in their own de- 
fence was the only way to ſave themſelves, were. 
conftrained to take up arms, and defended theme 
ſelves ſo well that they reſtabliſhed their affairs 
the ſame year; and in 1604. another ſolemn, per- 


petual and irrevocable patent was paſt and enroll- 


ed in the ſenate, but was executed with no betrer 
ſaich than the former, yer not abſolutely broken 
till the year 1685.— For though they had rendred 
the duke of Savoy very conſiderable ſervices the 
year before, in the war of the Banditti of Mon- 
davi, yet the governor of the valeys of Piedmont 
N ed an order forbidding all foretgners to in- 

abit there, or ſlay above three days without per- 
miſſicn under ſevere penalties: Ihe Waldenſes 
had already heard of the violences uſed in France 
to compel people to change their religion, but 
never. believed it would have been their own caſe 
till the duke publiſhed an order, Jan. 31. 1686, 
prohibiting the exerciſe of their religion on pain 
of death aũd corfiication of goods, and command- 
ing all their churches to be demoliſhed, their mi- 
niſters banithed, and their chijdren to be educat:d 


in the Romiſh religion, under the penaities that 
their garents ſhould be ſent to the gallies; con- 


taining almoſt the ſame things with the French 
king's declaration annulling che ediét of Nants.

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It is impoſſible to expreſs the fears and grief with 
which the Waldenſes were ſeized at the ſight of an 
order ſo ſurpriting. ſo unju't ard rigorous, .where- 
by they were 'utterly deprived of their liberty of 
conſcience ; yet judging this order to be gained 
by ſurpriſe they preſented four petitions to the 
duke of Savoy fer revoking it, but found no te- 
dreſs: When they uaderſtoed that the French 
King, who had hitherto protected them, had oblig- 
ed the. duke to pablith it, and cauſed kis own 
troops to advance jato Pied mont for the execution 
thereof, they ſaw their misf-1tune without remedy; 

. and therefore rc ſolved tu defend themſelves, apd 
preſerve their lives from the danger that threatned 
Gem...

The duke of Savoy came into his camp ſome 
days aſter. the pub ication cf. the edict, to ſtrike 
terror into the Waldenſes by his preſence; and 
joining his troops with thoſe of France he reſ.lv- 
ed to attack the proteſtants, April 22. 1686. The 
French army, commanded by - Cativat governor 
of Caſal, marched two hours before day to engage 
them, but found ſuch warm reception that they 
1 loſt above 50D of their men, with ſeverab officers 
wy of note, and the Waldenſes had only two men 
8 killed; but at length the force of the enemy was 
ſo much increaſed, that the proteſtants, not being for 
able to reſiſt them, agreed to lay down their arms ine 
and depart the country according to the edict; 
but the French, enraged at their loſs, maſſacred 
them without diſtinction of age or ſex, putting all 
to the ſword that fell into their hands, without 
reſpect to women or children, yea old and fick |

Gabriel, the duke's uncle, who promiſed poſitive- 
ly, that they ſhould be abſolutely pardoned if they 
weuld- yield themſelves to his clemency; and as 
they made ſome difficulty to conſide in his promiſe, 
he {ent them a note written with his own hand, in 
the name of the duke, 9 755 effect: Lay daun 
your arms immediately, aud ſubmit yourſelves to his 
royal highneſs's clemency ; in jo doing aſſure yourſetves 
that he will pardon you, and that your perſons, and 
theſe of your wives and children, ſhall net be touched, 
Notwithſtanding which aſſurance, when the Wal- 
donſes, relying on this promiſe, laid down their 
arm, they were all made priſoners, and carried 
to the city of Lucerne, under pretence of being 
led to make their ſubmiſſions to the duke. —— A 
multitude of others, who yielded upon the like 
deceitful promiſes, had their lives taken away, 
and above 12,000 taken priſoners, 
After this manner the light of the goſpel was 
extinguiſhed in a country where it ſhone ſo bright 
for many ages; the perfidy and treachery of the 
niquifitors having triumphed over the true faith to 
the extirpation thereof: — For diſcovering what 
ſpirit their perſecutors were of, we will conclude 
with a few irſtances of the horrid outrages and
